SOUTHEAST DROUGHT RESPONSE 

The Program Support Committee of the 
UCC Board for World Ministries, respond- 
ing from One Great Hour of Sharing, ap- 
proved Gustav Kuether's request for a 
grant of $25,000 to Church World Service 
for aid to the Southeast area of the 
U.S. suffering from the drought. 

In addition, the National Council of 
the Churches of Christ reports in the 
Oct. issue of News Briefs that more than 
$1 million in cash and in-kind donations 
has been received to date for Church 
World Service's relief efforts among 
Southeastern U.S. farmers who are strug- 
gling to recover from the summer's 
drought. 

As of October 23, donations of commo- 
dities and transportation valued at 
$872,448 had been received, and $154, 
841.92 had been contributed in cash, 
bringing the total received to $1,027, 
289.92 toward an appeal for $3 million 
($2.5 million in donated commodities 
and $500,000 in cash). Since August, 
Church World Service, the relief and 
development division of the National 
Council of Churches, has been collect- 
ing and disbursing donations of hay, 
grain and seed in the Southeast. Donated 
cash is being used to cover transporta- 
tion related costs.

CHANGE IN PARSONAGE ALLOWANCE DEDUCTION 

The Stewardship Council, UCC, reports 
that the 1986 Tax Reform Act repeals im- 
mediately Rev. R. 83-3, which disallowed 
deductions for mortgage interest and real- 
estate taxes to those clergy who bought 
their homes after January 2, 1983, and 
who itemized deductions. 

Therefore, pages 5-8 of the current 1985 
edition of Minister's Parsonage Allowance, 
Social Security and Automobile Expenses 
that deal with Rev. R. 83-3 no longer apply. 

Those clergy who did not take those de- 
ductions for 1983, '84, and '85, are now 
entitled to a refund by filing an amended 
Form 1040X. The deadline for 1983 is 
April 15, 1987 , so those arrected should 
act immediately. The deadline for 1984 
is April 15, 1988; for 1985, April 15, 
1989.
